As busi- 
ness was depressed, and as money was in 
Lhe greatest demund, gold fell in price. 

To-day it closed at 1114, and yet the coun- 
try ia slowly improving and money becoming 
easier.

similar revulsions, and not until then. 

With uta very considerable increase of 
currency our industries must continue to 
languish, values to diminish, until — the 
shrinkage will have reached a point that 
may result in a second panic that in com- 
parison with the one of September will be 
that of atornado to a June zephyr.

While I am here, in the future as in the 
past, I consider my&elf the public eervant of, 
the people, and shall be content with what- 
ever pay may be legally allowed me, and 
shall notconsider it either dishonorable or 
dishonest to receive whatever amount, high 
or low, that may be so allowed. 

Ia the money view, however, on the fiz- 
ures fixed by the last Congress, after expen- 
ses here, I could not possibly reulize, from 
the Government pay, hulf what I made 
annwally, for the last four years, from the 
use of my pen alone, diseased and cr ppled, 
and confined, as I was, at my bome.
